Meter crews are now work¬ 
ing here, replacing 50-cycle 
meters with 60-cycle ones, in 
preparation for the actual 
changeover, Jenkins said, but he 
emphasized that the meter is 
merely a devise to record the 
current and does not change the 
frequency. 

Before the current here is 
changed to 60-cycles, the equip¬ 
ment owned by Edison custom¬ 
ers will be examined to deter¬ 
mine whether any changes are 
required for 60-cycle operation, 
the survey results will be an¬ 
alyzed and tabulated, and ar¬ 
rangements made for whatever 
adjustments are necessary in 
customers’ equipment. A few 
changes will be made in in¬ 
dustrial, commercial and agri¬ 
cultural equipment long before 
the current is changed, Jenkins 
said, but domestic appliances 
will not be adjusted until a few 
days before or after the service 
here is changed to 60 cycles. 

Changes required in custom¬ 
ers' equipment for operation at 
the new frequency will be made 
at Edison’s expense by contrac¬ 
tors engaged by the Company 
to do such work throughout its 
entire 60-cycle system, which 
server nearly 700,000 customer?
